N the Ninth, about Twoin the Aftergoon the Enemy came 
our, and appeared as if they intended a Sally,' but deſign» 
ed only ro ſecure a Ditch 'that lay betwixt chem and our 
Batteries, Which was no ſooner known, but our Men 
marcht down upon them, and beat them back into rhe Town, killing 
about zo, 'with the foſs only of ' one Granadeer : All this day our

and one of our Bombs killed Monſieur Za Four, who was Brother to

The 12th, Laſt night and this day we continued firing into 
the Town without Intermifſion. This Morning came to us Ten 
Dragoons and an Officer, Deſerters, who ſay, That in the great Fire 
that was in the Town on the Teath at night, the Bombs ſet Fire to 
Three Magazines; one of Powder, which ia blowing. up, ſet 
Fire unto, and burnt greatpart of the ZFagliſh Town, and much 0» 
ther Miſchieſs, the other two of Beef, bisker, Oates, Brandy 
and Wine, which was all deſtroy'd, and would be ſoon wanted a- 
meneglt them. | , 

The Weather hitherto continues very good ; the Breach in the 
Watl is very wide, and is every moment wider : Our Guns con- 
tinually firing thereat, which gives us hopes of being Maſters there- 
of ina very few days, above half the Town being already ' ruin'd 
with our Ball, Bombs, CarcaſſS) &c, Our Men are Impatient to 
Storm, but when it will be we know not, all things being kepr ſecrer 
until put in, Ation, | 

The 13th. the General ſent an Expreſs to the Queen, and we con- 
ririved all day to Batter the Town. | | 

The 14th the General ſent two Regiments towards Clorme/! and 
Waterford to remntorce the Militia, there being many Priſoners at the 
latter, and the /rz/6 in thoſe parts become Infolent. His Excellency 
hath alſo fent Miners and Guards to ſupport them, with Orders to 
blow up and demoliſh Caſtle Conne# and the other Caſtles we have 
taken' near Lymeriekh on the Shawnon, and elſewhere, to-preveat 
their, being any more Neſts of Rebels, Raparces, &c. 

The 15th we continued to Bomb and Batter the Town,. and made 
the-Breaches ſo wide that we plainly fee into the Town, which looks 
rnous, The Enemy have made much Sod-works, and a very deep 
Trench or Ditch with Pallifadoes and Stockadoes, yet the Men con. 
tinue impatient to ſtorm, they hoping to have had Orders to have 
made this night a general Aſſaulr, but as yet hear nothing thereof, 
though ſome think the Camp are ready for the work in all points, 

Dublin the 17th. This night was Publiſhed a Proclamation of the 
Lords Juſtices tor a full and free: Pardon to all Raparees and others in 
Arms againſt rhe Government, provided they come in and lay down 
their Arms in 20 days, otherwiſe: to be excluded from Mercy, and 
not only leave given for any Perſon to kill them, bur a reward of 
405. for each Head, brought in, Which ſhall immediately be paid by 
the next Juſtice of Peace, and the publick Revenue to reimburſe ir, 
which it's thought will be an effeftual way to clear the whole King- 
dom, and prove more advantageous than droves of Cartel -to the 
Raparee Hunters. .
